Ftrmnra who have been afraid of a 


.ong dry spell, now go about with gentle, 
smiles on their faces, and tell about how 
much good the ram has done their plents 
The weather beii.g so cold at the fiiat ot 
the season, has delayed some bed.0, but a 
few districts have bean reported so far 
where farmers havo begun to set, and 
most of them will have plants larpo 
enough to begin on, whenever another 
rein1 comes. The. louse and cutworm 
have put in an appearance in . several 
places, the latter especially, s^r'DS 'u° 
farmers a great deal of ^trouble, and 
though there Is very little tobacco for it 
to destroy, yet tbo corn fluids are Buf- 
fering badly, one field of ten ceres being 
entirely destroyed. Tbecnred leaf mar- 
ket is dull, dealers holding their goods 
for 
higher prices, 
and .very 
little 


of the loaf for sale by farmers. 


Wallace lappan in the Baldwinsyille 


Gazette says : Early crops are very li ko- 
iy to be tho best. la fact, my experience 
of many years leads mo to state that the 
best tobaccos wo'buy in this state are the 
early crops. They iiro the best flavored, 
tbe spread of the leaves is usually the 
broadest, while, the whole organization 
ot the plant tlmt has a thoroughly ma - 
tared growth IB better by far than lato 
crops which are frequently green in their 
make-up. Doubtless verp many ot our 
growers will nay tiioy have had excellent 
success in putting out plants late, aud 
have productd good crops as a result of 
late setting; but it is best not to run a 
risk fraught with so much peril, You 
will frequently notice the difference be- 
tween early and lato setting by observ- 
ing those plants which ha^e been eet in, 
say two or. three weeks later than tho 
earlier onts. While the early ones are 
ripe and possess good, bright, rich colors, 
the late ones possess no such commeudu 
tory characteristics, but, quite to the con- 
trary, the leaves are green, and in a gen- 
oral way do not come up to the standard 
of good iobacco. I have every reason to 
believe that fully as many pounds o! ear 
ly tobacco can bo produced to the aero 
as late set crops. As a mutter of fnct, 
more pounds on the average can bo raised 
by early than lato setting. The early 
crops have more time to mature, aud 
hcnoe they take up into their circulation 
more solid substances, suoh^os resin alad 
the like. 


Tbis may be tho oxrorience of eastern 


growers, but all tho experience o; the 
home producer is exactly tho reverse 
We find that tho last tobacco set ia the 
fineat, gummiest, and has the most oven 
texture 
of 
the 
whole • crop; 
and 


most dealers say that the boat leaf IB 
that which svas set last. This superiority 
os dne especially to tho fact that the to- 
bacco cut during hot weather, wilts too 
soon, loses its flavor, and does not cure 
evenly. That which is cut about tho 
tenth of September, is not exposed to 
subh 8 scorching sun, as it would be, if 
earlier, and so has an opportunity to cure 
slower, thus making a better wrapper 
His proposition about tho oarly sotticgs 
having more time to mature, will hardly 
hold 
water,— when 
tobacco is 
rip.

won't do to let it stand in the ground to 
mature, aud this system is probably the 
source ofia great deal of the inferior to- 
bacco now produced in tho east. The 
later the be'.ter, provided it ie early 
enough to escape frosts, and it this plan 
is followed, the Wisconsin article will 
continue to hold a loadirg position 
the markets of tho United States.
